Therp jn» excellent reastms In each 
case. Milk Is kmiwn as the most 
nearly perfect food'liecutiRp ft contains 
most of the dietary esRenllais neees 
wry to the maintenanee of healtii 
lamely ,ihe vllnmins, minerals, carbo 
h.'^draJea, proteins and fats. It \f 
rociiKnlzcil as the one fond fnr which 
there Is nn effective suhstltute. 

Fruits supply necessary minemli' 
estieclally cukium, plinsphoniB anil 
Irnn, and by supplying water ami 
ronphage keep the Inleailnal nctlni. 
normal. The cllrua rrulls. oranges 
lemnnR and grapefruit contain vitamin 
C In generous ninnunlft. Dried fruliF 
furnish Iron, l.eafy vogotMblca nr«' 
rich In vitamin A and In minerals 
How carrots, lettuce, tomatoes, raw or 
canned, ond spinach furnish vitamin 
A, Cabbage, carrots, lettuce and to
